Pett the capital of the state, and since the rer 


moval of the Government hero this place 
has grown up with wonderful rapidity in 
the midst of one of the finest agricultural 
regions in the world. It has the advanta- 
gea of tho contributions of six importan 
railways—the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific ; the Keokuk and Des Moine ; the 
Des Moino avd Fort Dodge; the Des 
Moines, Indianola and Missouri; the Des 
Moine Winterset and South Western ; the 
Des Moinesand Minnesota,and others in tho 
way of complation—making it a placo of no 
small importance. The population of this 
city is now 17,000, The site on which it is 
built is unsurpaased for beauty and pleasent 
surroundings, The Des Moine River, which 
flows through the heart of the city, is 
spanned by four bridges 600 foot in length, 
while the Coon has also two bridges, afford- 
ing to South Des Moine and the rich prairies 
beyond, easy communication -with various 
parts of the city.

Death ot Canon Kingsley. 


This distinguished divine and literature 
died in London this morning at five o'clock, 
The Rey. Charles Kingeley, ‘Ohaplain ia 
Ordinary to the Queen, Professor of Modern 
History in the University of Cambridge, is 
a son of tho late Rev. C. Kingsley, Rector 
of Chelsea, and is descended from an an: — 
cient family of Cheshire, the Kingsleys of 
Kingsley, in the forest of Delamere, who 
suffered severely during the civil wars from 
their adherence to the ciuse of the Parlin. 
ment, He was born at Holne Vicarage, on 
the borders of Dartmoor, Devon, June 12, 
1819, and Was cducaced at home until the 
age of fourteen, when he became a pupil of 
the Rey. D, Coleridge, and afterwards a 
student at King’s College, London, whence 
he removed to Magdalen College, Cam- 
bridge. He gaineda scholarship and sever’ 
al prizes there, then took a first-class in 
classics and a second.class in mathomatics. . 
After devoting so.ae time to preparation for 
tho profession of law, he entered the church. 
and took holy orders. His first cure was 
Eversley, a moorland parish in Hampshire, 
and that liviog becoming vacant after he 
had been curate about a year and a half, he 
was prosented to it by the patron, the lato | 
Sir John Cope, Bart. Mr, Kingsley has 
mingled largely with workingmen, as may 
bo inferred from his “ Alton Locke,” and 
has taken a leading part in the b 

school movement and various other efforts 
to ameliorate tho condition of the working 
classes, to such an extent as to have earned 
tho name of ‘Chartist Parson.” Ho is 
tho author of several ablo novels, all of 
which breatho this spirit, as ‘Alton 
Locku,” “Yeast,” &o, Ho is alao known 
‘as o dfamatio and lyric poet, as was shown 
by his ‘Sainvs Tragedy,” published in 
1846, Tn addition to the books we havo

One of the most fearful conflagrations 
which it has been our lot to record occurred 
last night at the Boauport Lunatic Asylum, 
Tt is supposed that tho cell where the fire 
originated had been set on fire by a woman 
of vicious character, Marie Breton, She 
vowed that she would have her revenge out 
on the “ cursed place,” as slo termed the 
Asylum, Whatever may have been the 
destractive design she formed, it seems 
almost cortain that she suffered a horrible 
fatein tho flames. It is thought she placad 
a candle underpeath tho bed and then shut 
tho cell door, when the inmates were at 
prayers. Dr, Roy instantly sent a mounts 
ed messenger to the city, and he with Mr, 
Vinceletto and all the wardens did 
their utmost to combat the flames, 
Bat the ouly thing that could ba done was 
to save the poor, demented women who 
could but dimly comprehend their danger, 
Over 435 females were removed from the 
principal building. The sight was pitiful 
in the extreme ; some rushed into corners 
and obstinately refused to be removed ; 
others fled down tho corridors into the 
darkest collors and were found shivering 
with fear; others again ran up into the 
cupola and on the roof, and it was only 
) with the greatest difficulty that they could 
be brought ont, With the exception’ of 
threo, who, it is conjovtured, had been 
overcome by the fumes, all the itmates 
were successfully rescued. Whea the 
alarm was given Mrs. ‘Vincellette
